quakes on the isthm us and the possi­ 
ble effect on the two types of can als 
proposed, the report says: 
“The 
recen t calam ity 
th at 
over­ 
whelmed one of our great cities has 
caused m any forebodings. 
The asser­ 
tion th at any particular spot in the 
tropics is exem pt from all dan ger 
from such convulsions of n ature as 
recen tly visited C aliforn ia or wrought 
great havoc n ear Charleston , S. C.. in 
1886, or changed th e face of n ature 
in southeastern M issouri n ear the be­ 
gin n in g of the last cen tury would not 
be hazarded by any wise man. 
T hat 
the isthm us of P an am a is n ot exem pt 
conclusively a p p e a rs , and we can have 
no guaran tee th at the can al zone will 
be in the future exem pt from such dis­ 
aster. 
“The canal structures that would 
be most exposed to in jury by the pass­ 
ing of an earth-w ave are the locks pro­ 
posed by the m inority, whose walls, 
many hun dreds of feet, or even two 
or three thousan d feet long at the 
Galun would, at least som e of them, 
be more than seventy-five feet high 
and en tirely un supported on one side 
save for a p art of the height by w ater 
If these walls should be moved at all 
the n atural and probable result would 
be in the leakin g and so preven t the 
closing of the gates, an in jury for 
which a suggestion of extra gates on 
hand 
would be useless, for no one

“The m in ority suggests that 
the 
dam at Gamboa included in the plan 
of the board would be as likely to

tion, rein forced with stron g walls and

If 
a child attem pted to take a book from 
a shelf too high for it to reach, a step 
wonld be supplied w hereby he conld 
reach it w ith ease.

by w hich he can see? Should there be 
an objection 
to providin g

wrecks who are supposed to be in valids 
from in herited causes, have in herited 
on ly defective eves, w hich like those 
of th eir paren ts have n ot been correct 
ed. 
T here are three results of e ye stra in : 
The m uscles 
may fag an d produce 
poor vision. 
If the vigor of the eye 
stru ctu re is reduced an d the book con 
stan tly held too close to the eyes, the
